THE HUNGER GAMES 


MOCKINGJAY PART 1 


Part 1 of the two part finale of The Hunger Games Book-to-Movie Franchise. 


RELEASE: November 21, 2014 


The third installment of this four-part trilogy 
(confusing, we know) came in a little short 
for some audiences yet found its voice and 
gave both movie fans and book-fans alike the 
proper setup for an epic Part 2 conclusion. As 
per usual, the viewer reviews were found to 
be far more favorable than the critic reviews, 
which were generally a B-. If the typical fan 
can get past the fact that one book was split 
in two for “creative, story delivery” reasons, 
aka: more money with two movies, the movie 
is enjoyable and gives the emotional points 
their proper timing as perhaps one film may 
not have. That said, the pacing of Part 1 can be 
an issue for many, as those emotional “paus- 
es” can bore the action obsessed viewers that 
ate up the cornucopia scenes in the first two 
installments. 


Yes, this is a movie review but we'll give all 
those Geek Fantasy readers that somehow 
missed this film, The Hunger Games (2012) 
and The Hunger Games: Catching Fire (2013), 
a quick recap of what is going on with this 
billion-dollar franchise. Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence) is the victor of the 74th 
and questionably the 75th Hunger Games (an 
annually televised epic death match with one 
female and one male tribute from the twelve 
districts of Panem). Katniss finds herself in a 
love triangle between Gale (Liam Hemsworth 
and Peeta Mellark (Josh Hutcherson), a sto- 
ryline that confuses both the viewers and 
Katniss herself, for different reasons (that was 
a joke). Now that the “Games” have been de- 
stroyed, Katniss is positioned as the symbol of 
the rebellion: the mockingjay, all while trying 
to save Peeta from the Capitol. 


There are introductions to a few new charac- 
ters in Part 1. We meet District 13’s president: 
Alma Coin (Julianne Moore) and get to see a 
lot more of Plutarch Heavensbee (late Phil- 
ip Seymour Hoffman). Coin admires Katniss’ 
bravery but questions her ability to be the 
“hope of the revolution,” a job even Katniss 
is unsure of taking on, though Heavensbee is 
very sure of her ability to move a nation. 


Throughout the film, President Snow (Donald 
Sutherland) is cunningly politic in his soeech- 
es to the Districts while making public exe- 
cutions and stating any associations with the 
Mockingjay symbol are punishable by death. 
Sadistically clever suppression is the man’s 
forte. Meanwhile, District 13 has been biding 
their time, collecting weapons and building 
a relatively formidable stronghold under- 
ground. Bets are taken by Caesar

Flickerman’s (Stanley Tucci) television show 
from the Capitol where we see Peeta be- 
ing interviewed. Each time we see Peeta, he 
seems weaker, strained and defeated, the 
perfect mental manipulation of Katniss, who 
more-than-notices his slow depletion. 


After being dressed by Effie (Elizabeth Banks) 
in Cinna’s Mockingjay costume (which makes 
her look pretty BA), Katniss does a series of 
propaganda films while out in the field with 
Gale and a film crew led by Cressida (Natalie 
Dormer). These films are well received by the 
districts and aid in building revolution against 
the capitol. One of the catalytical moments 
is when the capitol discovers Katniss is at a 
makeshift hospital in District 8 and decides to 
bomb the building with all of the residents in- 
side. This prompts Katniss to let her exploding 
arrows fly, taking out the bombers, all while 
being taped for “revolution tv.” Later Gale 
takes his 15 minutes to tell the districts about 
the complete annihilation of District 12 and it’s 
10,000 residents. 


To summarize the third act, Peeta does a fi- 
nal interview with Caesar, looking like a failing 
cancer patient, while a rescue team descends

on the Tribute Center in the darkness of night. 
Snow tells Katniss via a direct communication 
that he knows the team is in the Tribute Center 
yet they still find a way to rescue Joanna Ma- 
son, (Jena Malone) Finnick’s girlfriend Annie 
and Peeta and arrive safely home. Curious? 
Sadly, Peeta had been “hi-jacked” through 
manipulations via hallucinatory tracker jacker 
venom and has been convinced that Katniss 
must be killed. The book goes into more detail 
than the movie but that’s the jest of it. The 
movie ends in a melancholy tone with Katinss 
awakening from her near death experience 
with Peeta, looking over him through his pa- 
tient window as he screams with psychotic 
agony. 


If you take this movie and put it in that Epic 
Movie category alongside Marvel Entertain- 
ment blockbusters and Michael Bay “boom” 
flicks, this movie stands strong even lacking 
an entire act inside an actual Games. Sure, 
those blood thirsty action packed viewers 
might give a sigh but the readers and gener- 
al fans of the movies will appreciate this Part 
1 installment and should be excited to see 
what they do with Part 2. Teaser: everything 
becomes absolutely chaotic and revolution 
brings numerous deaths. Sadly, even charac- 
ters you really like get knocked off, but hey, 
you'll be engaged until the final moments, if 
they pull this off.

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Let me just start out by saying... ZOMBIES! As 
gamers, Geeks, and assorted nerds, we all love our 
zombies. | myself can’t get enough of Left 4 Dead, 
and of course what FPS, RPG, or even occasionally 
an RTS would be incomplete without the standard 
“Zombie Mode”. But while all of us claim to be “to- 
tally prepared” for the zombie apocalypse, sport- 
ing special zombie rounds in our rifle collections 
and keeping our authentic Kill Bill replica katanas 
razor sharp, lets all be honest, living in a zombie 
apocalypse would probably suck. 


Of course we don’t mean to ruin your fun, nothing 
is more cathartic after waiting in line for an hour 
and a half at Wal-Mart, than busting out a lawn- 
mower mounted mini gun and plowing through 
hordes of the damned. Few depictions of the 
Apocalypse seem to show it for what it would real- 
ly be: horrifying beyond all words. To this degree 
we hold AMC’s The Walking Dead in great rever- 
ence because it shows us just how frustratingly 
savage and pointless living in a world where your 
only possible future will be that of a shambling 
corpse, no matter how you die. 


It’s the subtle psychological aspect of The Walking 
Dead that sets it apart from other zombie stories. 
The interactions of survivors would be complex at 
best and violently homicidal at worst, and we real- 
ly do get a sense for what these people are going 
through without them having to say “| am sad” 

or “lam angry” or “I am a useless plot point who 
will probably die in my own pilot episode cause 
I’m not as sexy as Norman Reedus.” It’s the subtle 
nuances the actors bring to the performance that 
truly make the show. Yes that even includes Rick’s 
ugly crying face. 


It’s also quite good at keeping the story in motion, 
even if it is a bit predictable to tell when $#!*’s 
about to hit the fan (*Spoiler* It’s when everyone 
is smiling). Each season brings a new theme to 
the table and continues to drive a hard-hitting and 
relatable narrative that keeps you coming back for 
more. 


In season one we start out as most do, with a 

guy waking up in a hospital and wandering out 

to find the world is now full of nature’s response 
to the Neo-Vegan movement. We examine how 
the apocalypse would change relationships, and 
warp them into something unrecognizable. We see 
this in a family dynamic, changing a son’s view of 
his father and mother, and we see the amount of 
strain a constantly high stress world could put on 
a life long friendship. We also get our first view of 
a community in this new walker filled world, ripe 
with zombie fodder so the important and sexy 
people can continue to live and drive the plot. 

The season travels through a carefully selected 
group of environments showing how each would 
be changed, and touches on other topics that 
would also need to be reconsidered in the wake of 
society’s break down; Marriage, Family, Friendship, 
Suicide, Murder and cowboy hats. 
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Season two (oh yes that season) continues to 
explore themes such as Strained relationships, but 
also begins to touch on morality, and if “kill or be 
killed” can truly be adopted in good conscious. 

It hits a few religious notes as well, and it also 
introduces Herschal, the man with cheat codes 
for real life. It’s true that it peters around on the 
farm for most of the season and while that may be 
frustrating for some, their overwhelming desire to 
stay in one place, displays just how much they’ve 
come to appreciate having a roof and stability, 
something that we ourselves more often than not 
take for granted. 


Season three was very satisfying (mostly because 
it justifies my hatred of Andrea), in that our sur- 
vivors finally manage to find a home to call their 
own. It gives examples of how even after the 


breakdown of society, some people will 

still just always be bad (not like we needed 
more examples after Merle, but whatever.) 
You can really feel the relief and exhaustion 
setting in now that they’ve found a home, 
and it gives us an opportunity to examine 
how politics might work in a post-society. 
This is the season where we really start dig- 
ging into all of the %#$&ed up things that 
having to murder all your undead friends 
and family will do to your psyche. Specifi- 
cally with Michone, the bad ass deadlocked 
samurai who keeps zombies as pets/cam- : 
ouflage, and The Governor or as we like to '* 
call him, “Evil McCrazy”. Admittedly this “it 
is where the deaths start to become a bit oil t 
predictable, as new characters are brought a4 
in specifically to avoid *

Relative calm has been established, our 
bad-asses have become pig farmers and 

a whole new crop of redshirts have been 
brought in to feed the slavering hordes. 

The idea of community and morality are 
brought back into question in the face 

of a plague besides the zombie one they 
already have. It’s hard to fight off zombies 
when you catch the flu and die. Redemp- 

tion is a big theme in this season, and we 

can really feel the weight of each charac- 

ter’s decisions haunting them. We get to 

glory in the sense of community banding a 
together to pull through these trials and 
tribulations, making it all the more poi- - 
gnant (*Spoiler* Things go downhill fast) 

when after everything our heroes have r 
managed to build and managed to survive s 
is literally blown apart... by a tank. 


It’s not the show for you if your idea of 
“Zombie Fun” is strapping chainsaws to 
your arms and legs, chugging a six pack 
and then cartwheeling through a meta- 
phorical fireworks display of blood and 
gore, but if you’re into the nitty gritty, 
psychological aspect and the inter-personal 
relationships developed by trauma induced 
psychosis than this is definitely worth your 
while. Just be warned, by the time you’re 
done, you will have learned over a hundred 
and one ways to lose a small kid in a cow- 
, boy hat...and we lost him again, WHERE’S 
CARL?!!

What has sparked our obsession with the 
daring dead-ish dudes who dwell in the deep- 
est darkness before dawn? Personally I’d say 
Kate Beckinsale, but let’s go even further than 
that. Let’s see where our modern monster 
began. Let’s see how much we rea//y know 
about our undead legends. 


THE ZOMBIE Now long ago, back before 
vampires wore Hot Topic, and werewolves 
didn’t shave their chests, on an island called 
Haiti, local folklore had legends of people 
being revived from the dead in order to act 
as a servant to a Necromancer or Bokor 
(voodoo priest). Why go through the trouble 
of having to screen all your potential personal 
assistants when you can just say some magic 
words and have your own personal Zombie 
Alfred Pennyworth, right? According to the 
legend, the Zombie would obey any com- 
mand unquestioningly as it had no free will. 
Not the image we have today, right? Instead 
of massive, widespread plague of chainsaw 
fodder, Zombies were originally just voodoo 
Jasper and Horace. But it wasn’t simply all the 
hilariously bad movies that carried this basic 
superstition into the modern world. No. In 
fact, the reason it survived is because they’re 
freaking real! First hand accounts of “Zom- 
bies” during the United States’ occupation of 
Haiti can account for Zombie-like conditions 
induced by Bokor and in later years, several 
botanists produced a hypothesis on a chem- 
ical mixture that would produce a “Zombie” 
like state, made from chemicals found in puff- 
er-fish and poisonous flowers. Just one more 
terrifying reason to never mess with voodoo. 
Ever. Seriously, like we needed more reasons? 


THE DEMON Oh boy where to begin on this 
one? The Demon is the George W Bush of the 
undead world; It’s just blamed for every- 
thing, good reason or no. In any culture, in 
any part of the world, when things go down, 
it’s a demon’s fault. Demons have so many 
different origins and have taken on so many 
identities that we’ve reduced the word and 
the archetype to an almost meaningless and 
even lazy explanation. “Why did your house 
burn down?” Demons. “Who killed all the 
crops this year?” Demons. “Who made me 
fall asleep while | was watching my flock and 
now they all ran away and now |’m broke?” 
Demons. But is there more to the Demon? Is 
there a secret backstory predominating all 
other Demons? A new and psychotic twist 
that’s never been seen before and will bring 
new light and relevance to this once feared, 
but now bemoaned unholy villain? No, not 
really. Lets move on. 


THE VAMPIRE Probably the most famous 

of origins. Today Vampires are most often 
depicted as aloof, poetry writing, pretty boys 
who like to have sex, murder things, and be 
sad. Sometimes all at once. But we know 

the truth, don’t we? We remember the real 
vampires: the cape wearing, slick haired, fang 
faces, who were not only composed gentle- 
manly sociopaths, but also damned immortal 
monsters. Wrong! Originating in the ancient 
Slavic world, when a person died, the soul 
would linger on in the community for the 
arbitrary number of 40 days, presumably 
waiting in line at some kind of hellish ancient 
DMV for ghosts. Meanwhile the body would 
be left on display in the house so that respect 
could be paid. That way the soul could listen 
to all the nice things you had to say, before 
moving on to the eternal afterlife. Good idea 
in theory, unless of course you were murdered 
or died in a profoundly stupid way. Unclean 
deaths, such as murder or the death of an 
infant, were thought to enrage the spirit and 
cause it to return to the decaying corpse. It 
would then carry on until the body eventually 
rotted out from under it, sustaining itself with 
blood of the living and a grudge big enough 
to make Inigo Montoya take a step back. So 
in truth Vampires are closer to Zombies than 
Zombies are... Guess Francis was on to some- 
thing after all. 


THE WEREWOLF Ok you’ve got me on this 
one. Werewolves in essence have changed 
very little over the centuries. Man-becomes- 
wolf is a fairly simple formula without much 
to deviate from. But why wolves? Well, 
mostly because in the ancient world, wolves 
were considered massive douche bags with 
nothing better to do but lie around coming 
up with ways to ruin your day. Its predatory 
nature helped to symbolize danger, but also 
characterized as a strong, hunter/warrior. 


This puts the wolf in the awkward position of 
being both a Devil and an Honored Warrior, 
and maybe it’s this duality that would lead to 
the creation of The Werewolf. Several histori- 
ans have tried to chalk up the ancient reports 
of Werewolves to misunderstood medical 
disorders, such as porphyria, hypertrichosis, 
and even downs syndrome, but the most 
interesting thing to note is that the notion of 
it being a contagion translated through bites 
is arecent addition. In fact, the manner of 
becoming a Werewolf has varied from simply 
wearing a wolf skin belt, drinking rain water 
out of the tracks of a wolf, or even just sleep- 
ing outside on a full moon summer night with 
the lunar light on your face. It’s also important 
to note that the half-man half-wolf creature 
that people associate with Werewolves is also 
a modern convention. In the original telling, it 
was all wolf or nothing. 


THE WITCH A story most of us know well: 
Men oppress women, women need something 
to do, men go off to kill each other to death, 
women learn healing via plants and poultic- 
es, men get scared because “eek science”, 
women branded as evil, goat humping, devil 
worshipers, who also smell bad, and are 
eventually put to the torch. In the original 
form, Witches were the doctors of small town 
villages. The actual field of medicine wouldn’t 
emerge until around the bubonic plague era 
and even then was viewed as a massive joke, 
relative to how society today views profes- 
sional mimes. But in keeping with our theme 
of scary, creepy, soulless, puppy-kickers, a 
Witch was viewed as a woman who traded 
her soul for unholy powers. Such an act left 
an actual mark upon the woman, twisting her 
and making her seem a haggard old crone. In- 
deed Emma Watson would never have passed 
as a Witch back in the day. True, in later 
times, it was allowed that even men could 
potentially be Witches... but it was probably 
women’s fault! 


So, looking back, Zombies were bad boys, 
Vampires were Zombies, Witches were union- 
ized misogamy, Werewolves were wolves 
who were men (you re-read that, admit it) 
and Demons were the equivalent of saying 

“a dog ate my homework”. Hardly terrifying 
at all right? So what makes us so keen to 
dive into this unholy world of undeath? What 
makes them such great adversaries? Over the 
centuries we've all but eliminated the major 
discomforts of life, except of course, death. 
Death is still the foe we all face at the end, so 
by leaping at these representations of death, 
we in a way, feel as though we can face our 
final adversary, not just for ourselves, but for 
the good of all mankind. Besides, what else 
are we supposed to use chainsaws on? Trees? 


Don’t be ridiculous.

Expo in October and loved the 
reception | received from 
everyone there. Then | 

started my path as a 
professional Cosplayer as there 
was a gap in the market for male 
professional Cosplayers 


Have you read any of the Blade 
comics? 

Yes | have and quite a few of 
them, | am a massive geek after 
all. 


Tell us more about 
how you created your Epic 
Cosplayer look? 


Well first, | have been told | bear 
a strong resemblance to Blade 
so that was me halfway there. 
My initial look took about a 
week to put together but | have 
been evolving ever since then. 


No denying the look is there! 
Were there any details or 
special pieces that were very 
specific to your Cosplay look? 
Right now the original vest that 
is about to be created for me is 
taking time due to the workload 
my costume maker Tru Costume 
& Props has, solamona 
waiting list. Also, my other 
costume maker, Natalie 
Watterson, is still searching for 
bits to make the other vest.

On the notorious island of Jamaica, a contest was held to rival 
all others, a contest that would challenge over thirty bikini 
models to dig deep into their geek bag-of-tricks and pull out a 
superhero or villain costume to wow the Geek Fantasy judges.

Over thirty ladies stood just off stage at the Jamaican resort 

in Negril one incredibly warm Caribbean evening. The emcee 
announced the “Geek Fantasy Superhero / Villain Costume 
Contest” was about to begin. As expected, the crowd welcomed 
the occasion with celebratory applause. Both Geek Fantasy and 
Paradise Challenge staff awaited in the front row, poised to glad- 
ly judge the ladies, some of whom had flown half way across the 
world to participate in this first annual challenge. One after an- 
other, villain followed by superhero, the ladies walked the stage 


in their costumes, showing off their looks with unquestionable 
geek pride. As they made their way across, the rulings were 
strict but never cruel, as the judges took notes on detail, execu- 
tion and overall presentation.
